Cancer Fight to Be Made Free 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commission 
said today it will eliminate all 
charges, except handling and trans- 
portation costs, for three radio- 
active materials used in the study 
and treatment of cancer. is 
action, effective April 1, is part 
of tHe commission’s expanded pro- 
gram for aiding cancer research. 

The three materials are iodine- 
131, phosphorus-32 and sodium-24. 
Other radioactive materials may 
be added to the list.

oratories of the commission may 
amount to several hundred dol-

As part of its expanded cancer 
program, to cost $3,000,000, the 
commission said increased support 
will be given selected cancer re- 
search projects related to atomic 
energy.

Louis P. Loghner, for many 
years dean of the Associated Press 
foreign staff, and bureau chief in 
Berlin, whose skepticism about 
National Socialism won him a 
Pulitzer prize in 1939, has prepared 
the texts for publication. Accord- 
ing to the official Nazi dossier, 
Lochner was “a recognized first 
among newspaper men who knew 
Germany thoroughly . . . an econo- 
mic spy... and a skeptic about 
National Socialism.” As head of 
Associated Press’s Berlin bureau, 
from 1928 to 1942, he “stuck 
out” longer than any other news- 
paper man there. 

Goebbels, the early diaries show, 
was contemptuous of his fellow 
man, but apparently a sincere and 
devoted disciple of Hitler. 

On Aug. 12, 1925, he wrote: “As 
soon as I am with.a person for 
three days, I don’t like him any 
longer; and if I am with him for a 
whole week, I hate him like the 
plague.” And later: “I have 
learned to despise the human 
being from the bottom of my soul. 
He makes me sick in my stomach.

OLITICAL BASIS: 
OF WEST EUROPE 


Five Nations at Brussels 
Meeting Also Decide 
Treaty Will Run for 50 


Years. 


BRUSSELS, March 6 (AP)—The 
political and legal basis of a 


military union was laid down to- 
night. 

All sources said there was gen- 
eral agreement on the basic prin- 
ciples of a 50-year pact binding 
Britain, France and the Benelux 
Customs Union countries, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg.

The conference, 
which opened last Thursday, is 


expected to continue until next 
Wednesday or Thursday.

Catch in the ‘Plan. 


The catch is that the state or- 
ganization would take over the 
“Democratic party” designation 
on the ballots for its candidate 
and electors.

Poll Tax in Effect. 


Virginia has a poll tax-~called 
a “capitation” tax-—-of $1.50 a 
year, It is not cumulative as 
in some Southern states. Negroes 
are allowed to vote if they have 
paid this tax. The payment is 
cumbersome if the citizen pays 
no other state taxes but it is 
possible, without too much trou- 
ble, to qualify for voting rights. 
The Wallace group could and 
probably would make the pro- 
cedure easier for its followers. 

The state of Virginia went Re- 
publican by 24,463 votes in 1928. 
In 1944,. when there was anti- 
Roosevelt sentiment in the state, 
Roosevelt and Truman carried it 
by 97,033. The Republicans that 
year cast 145,243 votes; the Demo- 
crats, 242,276. With the Demo- 
cratic purty split nationally as 
well as locally, the Republican 
vote this year is expected to reach 
the 1944 total.

In our early history, state legis- | 


latures often appointed the presi- 
dential electors. In 1789, Wash- 
ington did not get the New York 
electoral vote because the two 
houses of the Legislature could 
not agree on electors. In those 


| 


days, and in conformity with the | 
views of the framers of the Con- | 


stitution, the electors were 
pledged to any candidate and were 
expected to use their own discre- 
tton and wisdom in casting their 
votes, It was not until 1880 that 
alectora were chosen by popular 
vote in all states. Even today 
somé states do not have laws 
pledging their electors to vote for 
the national’ nominees. Electors 
are, however, considered morally 
bound to follow the choics made 
by the voters. 

The obsolete Electoral 
procedure has produced some 
strange situations. After the 1872 
election, Horace Greeley, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee who had received 
66 electoral votes, died before the 
counting. Three of his electors 
voted for him but Congress re- 
fused to accept votes for a dead 
man; 42 of these electors voted 
for former Senator Thomas A. 
Hendricks of Indiana, who was 
not on the ballot; 18 voted for B. 
Gratz Brown of Missouri, the vice 
presidential nominee, for Presi- 
dent, thus depriving themselves of 
their right to vote for him for 
Vice President. The Democratic 
vote for Vice President was’ split 
eight ways. 

Only recently have all of a state's 
electoral vote been cast for the 
candidate who carried the state.

Such a union has been the 
dream of some statesmen for 30 
years or more. Failure now of the 
big powers to co-operate in peace, 
the West’s fear of Communism 
and the increased need for joint 
action to keep people eating and 
working in war-battered nations 


are spurring on the planners. 
Foundation Plan on Boards. 


Blueprints of the union’s foun- 
dation are on the drawing boards 
at the current Brussels meeting 
of the five nations, 

Diplomatic sources fee] sure the 
eventual size and authority of the 
western European union will be 
clear before the United States- 
financed European Recovery Pro- 
gram ends in 1951. They can only: 
speculate what that size and au- 
thority will be. 

There seems little doubt the five 
nations meeting at Brussels will 
sign at least general agreements 
for joint military action against 
any aggressor. Words that float 
around the conference call for an 
“economic, political and military” 
"union. These words cover a lot 
| of ground with vagueness. 


Number of Obstacles Ahead. 


Does economic unity mean a 
customs union, a knocking down 
of tariff walls dividing the coun- 
tries? If it does, how will it be 
made to work among nations 
whose foreign trade patterns vary 
so widely? 

What will be the upshot of ef- 
forts at political union? ‘“Na- 
tional sovereignty”—the pride and 
authority of each nation—is the 
big obstacle here. 

What will the military agree- 
ments call for? Suppose one mem- 
ber falls to what.some western 
diplomats call “internal aggres- 
sion” that made a Communist 
government in Czechslovakia. 
Would an alliance cover that? 

Another problem is the exten- 
sion of the union, and its strength. 
Some nations, notably Sweden 
and Switzerland, are well known |.

After the last war Winston 
Churchill cultivated the field. At 
Fulton, Mo., two years ago, he 
called for a “fraternal association” 
of English - speaking peoples.” 
Eighteen months ago at Zurich, 
Switzerland, he said, “We must 
build a United States of Europe. 
The first step in the re-creation 
of the European family must be 
a partnership between France and 
Germany.” 

Churchill became the head of a 
united Europe movement, Europe 
had Ititle to build on toward a 
united Europe, however, until 
United States Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall proposed to 
underwrite a European recovery 
program which offered hope 
against hunger and _ industrial 
stagnation. His program came to 
mean a fight against Communism 
and became the subject of internal 
feuding in many countries where 
Communism is strong. 

Bevin Takes the Ball. 

Unexpectedly, last January Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin told Parliament, “the time 
is ripe for the consolidation of 
western Europe.” Simultaneously, 
he called on France and the Bene- 
lux countries—Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg—to join 
Britain in building the center of 
a “Western Union.” Italy should 
come into the union later, he said. 

His proposals were vague, how- 
ever—intentionally so, his associ- 
ates say. Mention of Germany 
was left out, as was any mention 
of a joint structure for armed 
forces. This was to avoid scaring 
off some countries who might 
otherwise be attracted to 
solidation.”

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SOME OBSERVERS 
PREDICT HALT 10 
NUERNBERG TRIALS 


View Held, Despite Offi- 
cial Assurances to Con- 
trary — Gen. Taylor’s 
Ouster Held Likely.

NUERNBERG, Germany, March 
6 (UP)-Whether the Nuernberg 
war crimes trials will continue 


(is the subject of much debate 
| here. 
| On Tuesday, Alvin D. Rockwell,

| D. Clay, assured the, press of con- 
‘tinued United States congression- 
‘al financial support. He also re- 
|jected any suggestion that Brig.- 
Gen, Telford Taylor, chief prose- 
cutor, would be fired or that Ger- 
man defense lawyers would be 
stripped of their authority through 
German-administered de-Nazifica- 
tion proceedings. 

Thus the Nuernberg trials ap- 
peared to be good for another 
six to elght months. Two cases 
are nearly over, two more are at 
‘the half-way mark and two oth- 
ers are about to begin. The cur- 
rent appropriation runs out June 
80, but contracts to civilian em- 
ployes extend well into November. 


But despite these official as- 
surances, some observers predict 
that the trials will soon come to 
an abrupt end or Taylor will be 
relieved of his job or both, These 
predictions are based on the at- 
tack against war crime proceed- 
ings here delivered 10 days ago 
by retiring Judge Charles F, Wen- 
nerstrum of Iowa. At the con- 
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clusion of the case over which he 
presided for seven months, Judge 
Wennestrum blasted the United 
States Government and its prose- 
cution for what he called “unfair” 
trials. 

Wennerstrum said the prosecu- 
tion had denied relevant material 
to the defense. He held that “no 
victor could sit in justice over a 
vanquished foe.” His criticism 
was heartily supported by three 
prominent defense attorneys here, 
who sent a cablegram to President 
‘Lruman, 

Taylor himself replied to the 
judge in a bitter letter which, 
some observers said, simply 
backed up their view that the 
trials will be closed down soon or 
Taylor eased out of office. 

Aside from Wennerstrum’s criti- 
cism and Taylor’s reply, the nor- 
mal defense attorney legal tactic 
—delay—has been applied to every 
courtroom here from the first day 
Hermann Goering led his infa- 
mous procession into the dock in 
November 1945. Every moment 
wasted, the defense reckoned, was 
a moment saved for their clients. 

Delaying actions also have been 
executed consciously or wuncon- 
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sciously by almost every party tt 
the proceedings. These are some:

Carroll threatened to challenge 
their legality before the United 
States Supreme Court. Also, the 
Krupp trial was delayed by the 
walkout of a dozen German de- 
fense lawyers who declared they 
had not been treated fairly from 
the bench. One was cited for 
contempt and barred from tak- 
ing any more part in the trial.

Bridges’s statement was prompt- 
ed by the recent arrest of 10 per- 
sons who are being held on Ellis 
Inland and elsewhere for deporta- 
lion by the Immigration Service.

Presidential Primary 
Tuesday Is First Test 
Of Candidate Strength 


New Hampshire Voters to Indicate Preference Between 
Gov. Dewey and Former Gov. Stassen; First of 17 State 
Primaries Between Now and June 1; Practical Politicians 
to Make Final Decisions at Conventions.

WASHINGTON, March 4. 


HE New Hampshire primary this coming Tuesday will give the country its 
first official report on the local strength of candidates for the presidential 


nominations. 


Presidential’ primaries in 16 other states will be held before 


June 1. These will provide further samplings of political trends. 


Knowing political observers will look for 
interesting evidence of candidate popularity 
in these primaries—but will not expect to 
find a decisive indication of the final selec- 
tion of nominees. 

Practical politicians continue to run the 
national party conventions where the can- 
didates will be named. Both conventions 
will be in Philadelphia this year. 

President Truman is virtually certain 
to be nominated on the first roll call at 
the Democratic convention, which begins 
July 12. There is a distinct likelihood 
that the Republican convention, beginning 
June 21, will be deadlocked over Dewey, 
Taft, Stassen and various favorite sons. 
In that case the final selection will be 
made in the traditional “smoke filled 
room” or by quick vote switches on the 
convention floor.

Thursday. Early forecasts gave Dewey the 
advantage in the state but latest reports 
were that the Minnesotan was gaining 
ground. 

One reason for the failure of popular 
primaries to live up to the hopes of progres- 
sive political scientists is that they now are 
almost all only advisory and do not bind the 
delegates so chosen to stick to their can- 
didates to what the late Senator Reed of 
Missouri called ‘“‘the end of the road.” In 
some states the primaries are avowedly only 
“preferential” or advisory; in others, the 
delegates are expected to vote for a Can- 
didate only on the early rollcalls. 

A stronger reason for the ineffectiveness 
of primary-elected delegates was pointed out 
by former Democratic Chairman Edward J. 
Flynn in his book, ““You’re the Boss.” Most 
convention delegates, he said, are there for 
the fun. Pledged delegates and the unit 
rule, which in some cases forces the in- 
dividual delegate to go along with the 
majority of his delegation, further dis- 
courages responsible voting by each delegate. 

“As a result,” said Flynn, “there are 
probably considerably less than 100 men in 
any convention who really dictate what oc- 
curs.”” Flynn was generous. The present 
writer would put the number at less than 50, 
and would include, not for chivalrous 
reasons alone, a few women in the group. 

State primaries have several important 
corollary benefits, however. They may force 
a possible candidate to announce his inten- 
tions, including his party affiliation. It

1. Persons damaged by statements made 
in committee hearings would have the right 
to reply.

2. Committee hearings would be conduct- 
ed with some regard to fair procedure. Evi- 
dence would be required to be relevant te 
the subject of the hearings.

8. Committee powers to publish une 
verified smears would be severely limit- 
ed. No report could be issued without a 
majority vote of the full committee. No 
committee or committee employe would

unless such individuals were advised in 
advance and given an opportunity to an- 
swer. No committee member or employe 
would be allowed to take advantage of 
his official. position by writing or lectur- 
ing about the commaittee’s work, for pay. 

When Senator Lucas introduced his reso- 
lution the New York Herald Tribune com- 
mented that these rules “are certainly in 
accord with the American tradition.” Con- 
‘tinued the Herald-Tribune: 

“They would not hamper & congressional 
committee in getting to the roots of any 
matter. They would cause no change in 
the procedure of committees which normal- 
ly conduct their investigations decently. 
They would, however, put a bridle on fa- 
natics... 

“Congress in its own interest and the 
public for its own security should get be- 
hind the Lucas resolution and see that 
its spirit is written into Congressional 
practice.” 

Significantly, the Lucas resetution would 
have prevented what many competent ob- 
servers are concluding was an unjustified 
smear of Dr. Condon. If the Lucas reso- 
lution had been in force, the subcommittee 
statement could not have been iskhued until 
Dr. Condon had been notified and given an 
opportunity to reply. 

Pr. Condon told the Post-Dispatch he 
| had been given no such notification or 
opportunity. In fact, he said, “I wrote

pear before his Committee, when I was 

told, through the press, that they were 
investigating me. 

“Thomas did not reply to my letter.”

Who's Confused? 


Representative Sam Hobbs speaks not as an 
Alabaman only, but as a good American, when 
he says that he could not conceive of anyone 
wanting to give away the Federal Government's 
paramount right to tidelands oil, “especially when 
we need oil so desperately.” 

Yet a selfish*group is trying to do just that, 
on a transparently trumped-up effort to evade 
the United States Supreme Court's decision of 
Jast year in the case of the California tidelands. 
According to this group led by Attorneys Gen- 
eral Johnson of Nebraska and Howser of Cali- 
fornia, the court’s decision was an invitation for 
Congress to say whether the tidelands are owned 
by the Federal Government or by the states. 

The court’s verdict was perfectly clear, as 
United States Attorney General Clark told the 
committee earlier last week, As far as the state's 
claim was concerned the decision came down to 
five words: “California is not the owner.” No 
language could be plainer. What more do the 
proponents of the quitclaim bill want from the 
court in order to understand that the state does 
not own the tidelands? 

The quitclaimers say, as an argument that the 
matter is left in doubt, that the court did not rule 
the Federal Government is the owner. What of 
it? Even if the court should rule that the Fed- 
eral Government is not the owner, which is the 
most the quitclaimers could hope for from it, 
that wouldn't make the state the owner, The court 
has already said specifically that it isn’t. 

In fact the Supreme Court went to great 
pains, in wording its decision, to make it un- 
necessary for anyone to be confused on the 
point about which the quitclaim proponents are 
now trying to confuse the public. 

> ~ 

The basic issue, the court made clear, dif- 
fers from that of mere ownership and tran- 
scends it. It is an issue of dominion. In terms 
spelled out to the last detail, the court told 
why it was not the one, and then why it was 
the other. : 

Why isn’t it mere ownership that is involved? 
When this country won its independence from 
England “there was,” the court related, “no 
settled international . . . understanding . 
that each nation owned a three-mile belt along 
its borders.” Soon afterward, American states- 
men felt the need of such a belt as a protec- 
tion for the country’s neutrality. 

Jefferson as Secretary of State enunciated 
in 1793 “the first official American claim for 
a three-mile zone which has since won general 
international acceptance.” The court said “there 
is no substantial support in history” for the 
idea that there was “wanted or claimed a right 
to block off the ocean’s bottom for private 
ownership and use in the extraction of its 
wealth.” Or as Representative Hobbs put it, “No 
one owns the oceans.” 

The question of ownership did not become 
of interest until the turn of the century, when 
oil was discovered in the tidelands. California’s 
claim that it owned the tidelands as successor 
to England's title was therefore without basis, 
the court held, for the simple reason that Eng- 
land had never held any such title. 

* ” ” 

Why is dominion involved in the tidelands? 
The Federal Government must have “whatever 
power and dominion” over the tidelands it re- 
quires to protect its shores from an enemy and 
to carry on its commerce and diplomatic rela- 
tions with other countries, the court said. 

This dominion which the nation requires the 
state cannot even use, for it is not equipped, 
said the court, to exercise the responsibilities 
that go along with it. “The very oil about which 
the state and nation here contend might well 
become the subject of international dispute and 
settlement,” the court said. , 


The Supreme Court concluded its considera- : 


tion of these national interests in the tidelands 
by saying: 

That the political agencies of this nation 
both claim and exercise broad dominion and 
control over our three-mile marginal belt 
is now a settled fact. .. . And this asser- 
tion of national dominion ... is binding 
upon this court. Not only has the acquisi- 
tion, as it were, of the three-mile belt, been 
accomplished by the national Government, 
but. protection and control of it has been 
and is a function of national external sov- 


ereignty. 
: . . We decide .. . that the Federal 


Government rather than the state has para- 

‘ mount rights in and power over that belt, 
an incident to which is full dominion over 
the resources of the soil under that water 
area, including oil. 


Does this statement of the case by thc 
Supreme Court leave anyone in doubt except 
those who have a personal interest in confusion? 

Can Congress ignore these vital considera- 
tions, so solemnly propounded by the highest 
court of the land, to line the pockets of a few 
oil companies which want to continue, under 
state license, their exploitation of the tidelands?

Ignorance in America 

It has been said that of all forms of govern- 
ment only a democracy has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose from the intelligence of its 
citizens. Contrariwise, an ignorant citizenry is 
ane of the most precious assets of those corrupt 
few who rule in a totalitarian state, It is en- 
couraging to know that the United States stands 
at. the top of the world in schools, books, maga- 
zines, newspapers and radio. But-it is discourag- 
ing to read the following bits from press 
dispatches: 

Successful Farming magazine says its poll of a 
cross-section of 6,000,000 American farmers has 
disclosed that 52 per cent of them never had 
heard of the Marshall plan. National poll di- 
rectors meeting at Central City, Colorado, agreed 
that Americans would rather read about a poll 
on faults of husbands and wives than one on the 
atomic bomb. William IL, Shirer, after a tour 
about the country, reports Americans are il!- 
informed on the ways in which Europe seeks to 
help itself, The Associated Press says State De- 
partment officials have reluctantly concluded the 
American public ia still apathetic about the 
Marshal! plan, although worried considerably 
over high prices and domestic politics. The Gal- 
lup poll says a greater percentage of the people 
of England, France and Italy know about tha 
Marshall plan than do American citizens. Social 
Science Research Council reports a coast-to- 
coast survey showed that a third of those ques- 
tioned either did not know what the initials U.N. 
stand for, or the aims of the United Nations 
organization. The-+American Library <Associa- 
tion’s check on reading trends in public libraries 
reveals that psychology books were in “tremen- 
dous demand” while material on atomic energy, 
World War II and international problems was 
practically untouched. 

If an informed public is the surest guarantee 
of a strong republic, it would appear on the face 
of the above sad evidence that a higher degree 
of warranty is needed, The United States must 


remain a strong bulwark of democracy.* The 
substance of democracy is spread thin abroad. 
Unless the American people keep themselves 
well enough informed that they can chart and 
navigate their own course in these troubled days 
of this Atomic Age they are in danger of running 
on the rocks.

Mr. Churchill’s Great Prophecy 


It was on March 5, 1946, two years and iwo 
days ago, that Winston Churchill made his cele- 
brated speech at Fulton, Mo. We are reprinting 
salient excerpts from it under the cartoon today, 
to refresh the memory of our readers. As it 
turns out from subsequent events, the speech 
was a masterpiece of prophecy. 

“An iron curtain has descended across the 
Continent,” said the former Prime Minister, and 
thus coined a phrase that will always live in the 
language, a phrase that hangs like a pall over 
men’s minds today. ‘Behind that line lie all . 
the ancient states of Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope,” he added, pointing out that these states 
are subject “to a very high and increasing meas- 
ure of control from Moscow.” 

Churchill foresaw what was to happen to Hun- 
gary, Romania and even to Czechoslovakia, just 
as it had happened to Yugoslavia, Poland and 
other states. Moreover, he predicted the Soviet 
technique so familiar today of using aggressive 
minorities in the various countries to achieve 
Moscow's ends. He said: “The Communist par- 
ties, which were very small in all these eastern 
states of Europe, have been raised to pre-emi- 
nence and power far beyond their numbers, and 
are seeking everywhere to obtain totalitarian 
control.” 

Mr. Churchill’s speech was received unfavor- 
ably by many in the United States. .We had not 
yet abandoned the hope of One World. Our be- 
lief in the United Nations was still high. We 
hesitated to peer into the dark future the great 
Britisher painted. As Mark Sullivan puts it, 
“What really accounted for our resentment was 
the intrusion of Churchill’s speech upon our 
comfortable feeling, common at the time, that 
we were going to co-operate with Russia, even 
appease her so much as might be necessary, to 
the end of peace in a unified world.” . 

One year later, however, the President found 
it necessary to announce the Truman Doctrine, 
in which the United States pledged itself to as- 
sist freedom-loving peoples to escape Red dom- 
ination. But the Truman Doctrifie could not op- 
erate behind the iron curtain. In the case of 
Czechoslovakia, the United States, along with 
Britain and France, could only make public a 
statement of protest—mere unavailing words. 

All hope of dealing with Russia on a brother- 
ly basis has turned to ashes in our mouths. On 
a hundred occasions, Russia has repulsed us. 
Our offer to share the atom bomb was refused. 
Our willingness for Russia to enter the Mar- 
shall plan for the reconstruction of Western Eu- 
rope blew up when Molotov left the Paris Con- 
ference. And now the world is waiting to see 
the outcome of the fateful April 18 elections in 
Italy, apparently the next stop on the Red time- 
table. : 

All of which makes it timely to acknowledge 
how penetrating was Winston Churchill's insight 
in his remarkable address at Fulton,

Senator Murray’s Gain 

There is good news from Montana, that Sena- 
tor Murray's chances of re-election have been 
greatly enhanced by recent developments. 

James E. Murray is one of the most progres- 
sive men in the Senate. He is one of the au- 
thors of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill for 
health insurance, and is the author of the Mur- 
ray bill for a Missouri Valley Authority. He has, 
however, incurred the enmity of the most power- 
ful interests in his state, the Anaconda Copper 
Co. and the Montana Power Co., which : have 
things politically pretty much their way. Six 
years ago he won re-election by only about 1000 
votes. 

This year, “chances had seemed exceptionally 
good for Republicans that they would win Mur- 
ray'’s seat in the Senate,” but “now the odds 
have been reversed,” Publisher Kenneth R. 
Byerly reports in the Lewistown Daily News. 
Gov. Sam C. Ford, the Republicans’ best poten- 
tial vote-getter, is being discouraged from en- 
tering the Senate race by Wellington D. Rankin. 
a candidate who says Ford promised not to run 
against him, and by Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman Dan Whetstone, an old foe of the 
Governor’s. 

It would be better still if it could be reported 
that an unbamboozled and unfettered electorate 
was going to return Senator Murray by a thump- 
ing majority on his record, but Montana politics 
has to be taken as it is. If the Republicans lose 
the race in Montana through division in their 
ranks, it will be the country’s gain, for the 
Senate needs men like Murray.

A Fraud Upon Taxpayers 
Four-fifths of the patients in veteran hospitals 
do not belong there. Only one in five is being 
treated for any condition connected with. his 
military service, Frederic W. Taylor, a surgical 
consultant in one of the hospitals, writes in 
Harper's Magazine. Yet plans are proceeding for 
many additional hospitals, including one in St. 
Louis. The immediate objective is 300,000 beds. 
This comes to big money. According to Dr. 
Taylor, each patient costs $15 a day, not count- 
ing original cost of the hospital. Fifteen dollars 
times 300,000 beds is $1,642,500,000 a year, a 

tax of more than, $10 on every American. 
Why should taxpayers correct the hernia of 
a man with two cars, who developed the trouble 
years after sitting out World War I in camp? 


Or remove the bunions a Wac had had since — 


she was 13? Or nurse a 46-year-old who was 
stabbed in a saloon? These are some of Dr. 
Taylor's examples. 

Taxpayers meet the bill because veteran or- 
ganizations planned it that way. Free medical 
service is the kind of stuff that makes big-time 
Legion and VFW politicians, They have opened 
the hospitals to non-service-connected ailments, 
Fach applicant must still certify that he cannot 
pay for his own medical care, but the organiza- 
tions have persuaded many ex-service people 


that lying about this is only an innocent decep- . 


tion, Half-hearted measures have been taken 
against such abuses, Dr. Taylor says, but they 
“have been met with. frantic opposition from the 
veterans’ organization service officer. He can 
pull strings, contact Congressmen and turn on 
pressure.” 

As Dr. Taylor says, “No ‘medical care is too 
costly ... for. the veteran injured in active 
service.” Such veterans should be entitled to 
free service even if they are millionaires. But 
federal taxpayers should not have to finance 
any of the non-service-connected cases. 

Are the professional veterans’ lobbyists pow- 


erful enough to perpetuate this fraud?

Extracts From Winston Churchill's Weatminater College Speech 
of March 5, 1946 


We cannot he blind to the fact that the 
liberties enjoyed by individual citizens 
throughout the United States and the Brit- 
ish Empire are not valid in a considerable 
number of countries, some of which are 
very powerful. In these states, control is 
enforced upon the common people by-vari- 
ous kinds of all-embracing police gov- 
ernments, to a degree which is overwhelm- 
ing and contrary to ev- 
ery principle of democ- 
racy. The power of the 
state is exercised with- 
out restraint, either by 
dictators or by compact 
oligarchies operating 
through a privileged 
party and a political 
police. 


It is not our duty at 
this time, when difficul- 
ties are so numerous, to 
interfere forcibly in the Winston Churchill 
internal affairs of countries whom we have 
not conquered in war, but we must never 
cease to proclaim in fearless tones the 
great principles of freedom and the rights 
of man, which are the joint inheritance of 
the English-speaking world and which, 
through Magna Carta, the Bill of Rights, 
the habeas corpus, trial by jury and the 
English common law find their most fa- 
mous expression in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 


Fraternal Association - 


Neither the sure prevention of war, nor 
the continuous rise of world organization 
will be gained without what I have called 
the fraternal association of the English- 
speaking peoples, This means a special re- 
lationship between the British Common- 
wealth and Empire and the United States. 

. Fraternal association requires not only 
the growing: friendship and mutual under- 
standing hetween our two vast. but. kindred 
systems of society but the continuance of 
the intimate relationships between our mili- 
tary advisers, leading to common atudy of © 
potentia]) dangers... .

I reply that on the con- 
trary, it is probably the only means by 
which that organization will achieve its 
full stature and strength. 


Lost Capitals of Europe 


A shadow has fallen upon the scenes 30 
lately lighted by the Allied victory. No- 
body knows what Soviet Russia and its 
Communist international organization in- 
tends to do in the immediate future, or 
what are the limits if any to their expan- 
sive and proselytizing tendencies.

pace. 

The Russians must race the ef- 
fects of the Marshall plan and the 
possibility of a good harvest which 
will combine to raise the standard 
of living in western Europe and 
stabilize it. They must race, also, 
against the growing awareness of 
the free peoples that their wartime 
ally, Russia, is an aggressor as ter- 
rifying as Hitler ever was. 

It would appear to be time for 
the free world to recognize openly 
that the fall of Czechoslovakia 
was, in fact, another vital step in 
a well planned, well conceived at- 
tack aimed at destroying all demo- 
cratic nations and Sovietizing the 
world. 


3 Facets of Aggression. 

The rape of Czechoslovakia re- 

veals three facets of Russian ag- 
on: 

1 absolutely ignores 
world public opinion. 

2. Russia finds it imperative to 
seize all of Europe as quickly 
as possible, using the captured 
Skoda works (in Czechoslovakia) 
as an arsenal against the West. 

3. Stalin keeps no agreements. 

Finland will fall to Russia soon- 
er or later. Its geographical posi- 
tion dooms it, for Russia will need 


the land as a jumping off place | 


for future operations against 
Scandinavia. But there is no rush 
to take Finland, as the almost so- 
licitous tone of Stalin’s note to 
President Paasikivi indicates. 

In the West, the Reds know they 
must move with great speed and 

recision. 

Z Wouldn’t Have Signed. 

I would not have signed the 
order that made Czechoslovakia 
a Commutist satellite, if I had 
been in Dr. Benes’s place. Czecho- 
slovakia was in a better position 
to resist, during its crisis, than 
was Poland when that country 
fell into the Communists’ hands. 
Czechoslovakia, at least, had a 
non - Communist President. If 
Benes had made a last-minute di- 
rect appeal to the British and 
Americans, or to the United Na- 
tions, he might have forced Rus- 
sia either to back down or show 
its true colors. 

But Benes yielded. I oe only 

thy for Benes and his coun- 
ether: They are now the slaves 
of a system which deprives them, 
of their freedom of speech, of as- 
sembly, of the right to belong to 
political organizations of their 
choice, of the right to strike, own 
property, protest against false ar- 
rest and trial, or against confisca- 
tory p and the right to 
seek a livelihood some place else 
in the world. 

I watched the tragedy of Benes 
at close hand, for we have been 
friends for many years. At the 
end of 1942 Benes went to Mos- 
cow. to see Stalin—at a time when 
this was not considered quite po- 
litic by the Allies—and thereafter 
became almost an oracle of Rus- 
sian plans, He became an un- 
official emissary between Stalin 
and Churchill. 

Knew Plans. 

He was among the first, if not 
the first, to tell me that Stalin 
would demand the entire eastern 


He knew what would happen to 
Romania. Once he told me he 
had been shown the Russian mili- 
tary plans for the entire remain- 
der of the war—plans which prob- 
ably were never seen by the high- 


est Allied military commands. | 


As early as 1941 he refused to 
sign a Polish - Czechoslovakian 
postwar treaty, for fear it might 


“annoy” Stalin. He signed one of | 


the first Allied pacts with Russia, 
after Hitler's attack on his former 
Axis partner. 

Benes also was the first 
recognize the Lublin government 
which was placed in power in Po- 
land by Stalin. 3 

The Communist attack on 
Benes opened nine months ago. 
Benes yielded to the Reds a few 
months ago when he submitted to 
the political purging of Vice Pre- 
mier Jan Ursiny in Slovakia, after 
democratic forces of the Vice Pre- 
mier had shown an 80-20 superi- 
ority among the voters in that 
area. Communist candidates had 
run behind democratic candidates 
in other sections of Czechoslo-

vakia in that nation’s only post- 
war election. 
Couldn’t Afford to Lone. 

The new election, scheduled for 
May, could not produce a repeti- 
tion of this without a serious blow 
to Communism. The Kremlin 
knew such a result would be too 
encouraging to millions of people 
now living behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

So the majority parties had to 
be attacked and dispersed. The 
free press and radio had to be 
spiked so that only the Commun- 
ist view could be read or heard 
on the air. , 

The Czech security police, who 
will steal the election, when and 
if it is held, by means of gun- 
brandishing, arrests and the de- 
struction of anti-Communist bal- 
lots, was not considered “effi- 
cient” enough to handle this task. 
It was purged of its non-Commun- 
ist leaders recently. 

It was this that forced a num- 
ber of non-Communist cabinet of- 


ficers to resign. Benes accepted 
their resignations. | 

The Communists will “win” the | 
elections by a huge margin. They 
will then discard Benes, He no 
longer will be needed, 


By that time, ‘the attack on 
France and Italy may be at its 
crest, 

The Reds covet France because 
a Communistic France would en- 
able them to hold Germany in a 
vise, after which it would be com- 
paratively simple, they believe, to 
make the position of the Ameri- 
can and British occupation forces 
untenable. Once that was 
achieved, Germany would be com- 
munized. 

As for Italy, the Communists 
need it to cement the control of 
the Middle Hast, of Turkey and

IGHEST ranking American Army, Navy and Air Force officers 
in the Mediterranean are almost unanimously opposed to any 


further United States pressure 


tine. In the last six months I have toured with our Mediterranean 
fleet, visited land and se:. bases used by our forces, and talked with 
ranking officers. This is what the top officers fear: Further inter- 
vention will endanger all their strategic: plans made in the Mediter- 


ranean, because it will arouse the 
Soviet advances. 

It must be remembered that 
these military leaders do not 
make major policy—they merely 
carry it out. 

The policy in Greece, Turkey, 
Iraq, Iran and, to some extent, in 
Italy, is basically this: To keep 
Soviet influence and physical ad- 
vance out of the Mediterranean. 

To carry out this policy a Med- 
iterranean fleet was formed and 
it is growing. It is made up along 
carrier-task force lines and al- 
most daily exercises in the Medi- 
terranean. A contract was con- 
cluded with the French for con- 
tinued use of the wartime air 
base at Port Lyautey, French Mo- 
rocco. The British recently began 
sharing with the United States 
Army an air base in Tripoli. 
Military and financial support is 
being given to Greece and Tur- 
key, not to mention a military 
mission in Iraq. 

We use Greek, French and Ital- 
fan Mediterranean ports. In the 
Mediterranean we are pursuing 
our strong policy in complete co- 
operation with the British. 

We are also pera 4 in close 
harmony with the colonial French. 
When I was in French Morocco 
recently I was convinced that, 
should Communism overrun 
France. the French fleet and air 
force would flee to the North Afri- 
can colony. There, working with 
the French colonial administration 
and supported by the states, it 
would remain free of Moscow 
control. 

Just by studying the location of 
many of the above-mentioned 

our mil men say, you 
ye see how faa oe it would 
be for all our plans to have a 
hostile Moslem population. Port 
Lyautey, for example, is just a 
tiny dot of French-American 
strength in the middle of a heavily 
populated Arab area.

Even if we continued to enjoy the 
fullest co-operation of the Arab 
monarchs, they could never con- 
tral their Arab League fanatics in 
the loosely policed Moslem coun- 
tries, The rich oil fields at 
Bahrein, Arabia, could be easily 
sabotaged by a few bombs, for 
example. 

The military men are aware of 
the changeable Russian propa- 
ganda line, At present it supports 
—via beamed programs—both the 
Jews and the Arabs, in magnifi- 
cent double-talk. 

Although the Soviets voted fo 
partition, military intelligence says 
that when the proper time comes 
the Soviets will withdraw support 
from the Zionists. 

Of course, our officers say, if 
an international police force is 
formed and the Russians partici- 
pate, the Soviet policy change will 
be slow in being revealed. But 
should the United States itself 
send G.I.s, or permit arms to flow 
from the states to Palestine, the 
‘flip-flop of the Soviets will be 
just around the corner. 

Another thing worrying intelli- 
gence is the large number of ref- 
ugees going to the Holy Land via 
the underground from eastern 
Soviet-dominated countries. “I 
hope no one,” said a ranking offi- 
cer, “believes that the Russians 
are letting these people out if they 
are not willing to do a little 
hatchet work at the other end.” 

The Greeks, who voted against 
partition, are seriously concerned 
with the troubles in Palestine. So 
are the Turks. Palestine, for these 
countfies, who have been resist- 
ing Soviet advances in the front 
yard, is geographically in their 
back yard, Naturally, they would 
be horrified to see Russian troops, 
as part of an international police 
force, there. 

Summing it up, American mili- 
tary men with whom I have 
talked feel that our Government’s

Nearly Half War Debt Paid. 

Finland, left alone, has striven 
mightly to pay the crushing 
burden of its Russian reparations. 
Already 43 per cent of the toll 
exacted by Russia in 1944 has been 
paid and the timeable has five 
years to go. 

Another reason often given for 
Russia’s special treatment of Fin- 
land lies across the Baltic—in 
Scandinavia. 

Soviet policy, thus far, has been 
intended to keep Norway, in gen- 
eral, and Sweden, in particular, 
in the best of trade relations, Rus- 
sia needs Scandinavian exports, 
and will need them for a long 
time. A heavy hand in Finland 
would have an extremely bad re- 
action in Scandinavia. 

The core of Russian postwar 
policy toward Finland has been to 
make certain that never again 
will Finland become a bridgehead 
for military operations against the 
Soviet Union. To insure this, Fin- 
land’s military strength has been 
wrecked, It now has barely three 
divisions in its army, Most of its 
wartime army officers are in jail— 
or missing. 

Finland, therefore, has not been 
a threat.

Here are some of the steps 
taken to clean up Greek finances: 

Some 15,000 needless Govern- 
ment workers were fired. Bank 
credit has been tightened. Greek 
ship owners hauling any American 
supplies have to turn in 40 per 
cent of their profits for Greek 
money. The foreign exchange they 
earn goes to the Government, As 
a result, the Government has col- 
lected a quarter of a _ million 
American dollars. Greek taxes 
used to be collected and apent by 
local treasuries, Now, with Amer- 
ican aid, the Greeks are setting 
up a central budget. 

Industrial production has reached 
75 per cent of prewar. Most of 
the road repairs are done, The 
Corinth Canal will be re-opened 
this month, saving 200 miles for 
coastwise shipping. Harbors and 
airports are being cleared. Some 
are in use. A good wheat crop is 
expected. 

The Greeks have drained 35,000 
acres of farm land. Airplanes are 
spraying DDT to kill off malaria 
and crop pests. 

The Turkish Problem. 

In Turkey, the problem was sim- 
pler because Turkey had not been 
invaded. 

Planning for Turkey took time. 
Both the American advisers and 
the Turkish Government hunted 
through Allied war stocks to get 
the most for their money. Much 
was found among lend-lease sup- 
plies held by the British and much 
in our own war surpluses in 
Europe.

Good Showing

HE cross of new 
TT American ies presented 

in this book is taken hori- 
zontally and not vertically. It 
is not, therefore, an assemblage 
of the typical but a selection 
from available material, hitherto 
unpublished, of what the editcr 
considers good. Its general level 
is high and the greater part 
of its content of novels, novel- 
ettes, short stories and essays 
is seemingly intended for read- 
ers of seasoned taste. No single 
contribution can be considered 
extraordinary but a consistent 
maturity of viewpoint and stylis- 
tic discrimination is in evidence. 

Of the two novelettes included 
“The Wolf That Fed Us” by 
Robert Lowry is memorable be- 
cause of its compassion, its sen- 
sitive insight into basic motives 
and its economical communica- 
tion of the essence of a situa- 
tion. The sex-hungry G.I. with 
his pockets filled and the women 
of Rome with their stomachs 
empty are two aspects of what 
happens in the backwash of war 
when life has to be lived—if at 
all—on terms of its rawest com- 
pulsions. Somehow it is not a 
grim story. There is a saving 
grace in those girls who have 
only their charms to sell. In 
apite of everything they manage 
to invest the ugly transaction 
with some element of charm 
and companionship. 

The cross-section offers, two 
thoughtful critical essays. “ One 
by Robert M. Adams analyzes 
Philip Wylie’s convulsive style 
and strident moral proclama- 
tions, as set forth in “Genera- 
tion of Vipers’ and “‘An Essay 
on Morals.” His conclusion is 
that the poison Mr. Wylie is 
peduling is worse than the quack 
remedies he is attempting to run 
off the market. “The Classic or 
Nothing,” by Isidor Schneider, is 
a defense of mediocrity in letters 
which, he says, is wrongly equat- 
ed with inferiority. Mediocrity, 
he holds, is an inescapable con- 
dition of life. It can have ele- 
ments of greatness, Anyhow it's 
what is accessible In books. In 
his belief it is wrongheaded to 
contend that everyone should 
read great books (the classics) 
or nothing. 

The book as a whole gives a 
good value. It indicates that 
there is still a healthy ferment 
in Américan writing.

We have, somehow, a feeling 
that the heart of the problem 
lies in Europe. Why won't the 
Europeans behave like good 
Americans? 

Niccolo Machiavelli suggested 
the answer to that question in a 
perfectly simple and straightfor- 
ward statement made more than 
400 years ago, but a statement 
that few have bothered really to 
understand, “Since fortune is 
variable and men are set in their 
ways,” wrote Machiavelli, “they 
are successful when they are in 
harmony with fortune and un- 
successful when they disagree 
with her.”

Use of Music; 


MUSIC AND MEDICINE 
Edited by Dorothy M. Schullian and 
Max Schoen 
(Henry Schuman, Inc., N.Y., $6.50) 

ROM primitive times it has 
F been known there is curative 

power in music which makes 
it an ally of medicine, Savages 
employed it remedially without 
knowing why. Through the 
ages it has been utilized with in- 
creasing understanding and lat- 
terly has come to be acknowl- 
edged as a therapeutical ,agent 
worthy of serious examination 
and discussion. In “Music and 
Medicine” the discussion is con- 
tributed by 16 persons, each an 
authority in his field. From 
tribal origins they trace musical 
therapy through the classical, 
medieval and later ages to its 
use in modern civilization, par- 
ticularly in military hospitals, 
and proceed to an examination 
of contemporary practices. There 
is discussion, also, of the in- 
creasing use of music in industry 
and the effect it has in creating 
happier working conditions. The 
claim for the book is that it 
brings together for the-first time 
the body of knowledge concern- 
ing the timeless interaction be- 
tween two central aspects of 
man's experience, music and 
medicine. 

It is the hope of the editors 
that the discussions offered in 
the’book will dissipate the con- 
fusion and bewilderment which 
have attended the rapidly in- 
creasing use of music in hos- 
pitals and in industry and make 
possible a more scientific ap- 
proach to the now poorly under- 
stood problems involved.

The contributors to the study 
are scholars whose approaches 
are from the historical, theo- 
retical, experimental and prac- 
tical standpoints. In conclusion 
there is a chapter by Max 
Schoen on the general question 
why music should excel the 
other arts in healing virtues. 
These, he argues, can derive only 
from the medicinal influence of 
art in general, with music being 
more powerful than the others 
because it possesses In higheat 
degree what all the arts possess 
in common. 

Music is the most healing, says 
Schoen, because it is the most 
imitative, most moving and pur- 
est of the arts.

It looks as if the appeal of New 
Yorkers interested in maintaining 
genius row will not prevail. Peo- 
ple have been trying to save the 
rose-red brick Georgian mansions 
for years, but one by one the 
houses have fallen under the as- 
sault of tall apartment hotels and 
business buildings. 

The north side of the square is 
still pretty well intact, but the 
east and west sides long since 
have given way. The south side 
presents a missing tooth aspect. 
Somehow, it has always been the 
north side that has been able to 
sustain a graceful, if sometimes 
shabby, dignity. 

As long ago as 1890 William 
Dean Howells was writing in his 
novel “A Hazard for New For- 
tunes” of the “old-fashioned Amer- 
ican respectability which keeps 
the north side of the square in 
vast mansions of red brick and 
the internationa) shabbiness which 
has invaded the southern border 
and broken it up into lodging, 
houses, shops, beer gardens and 
studios.” 

Replacement for Genius Row. 
Genius row happens to be on 


the south side and it is there 
that another tall apartment build- 
ing and a $3,000,000 law center for 
New York University have been | 
planned. 

So, with dreams out of the way, 
let’s take a look at the ghosts. 
The ghosts, say, of Theodore Win- 
throp, Henry Cuyler Bunner, Rob- 
ert W. Chambers, Stephen Crane, 
Adelina Patti, Eugene O'Neil, Ed- 
win Arlington Robinson, William 
Dean Howells, Theodore Dreiser, 
O. Henry, Henry James, Brander 
MattheWs, F. Hopkinson Smith, 
Julian Ralph and Richard Hard- 
ing Davis. 

All of them lived there at ane 
time or another, or wrote of the 
square and neighboring Green- 
wich village. 

Theodore Winthrop today is 
barely a footnote in the story of 
American letters., He was killed 
long ago, during the Civil War bat- 
tle at Big Bethel, Va., in 1861, He 
was barely 33, but he left behind 
a few novels which raise the blood 
pressure of astute critics. 

No one today knows the heart- 
aches and the fire that went into 
Winthrop’'s books, “Cecil Dreeme” 
and “John Brent.” George Par- 
sons Lathrop, an early American 
critic, described them as “among 
the freshest and raciest of Ameri- 
can stories.” Their author was 
dead before they were published. 

Not even the stfangely beautiful 
Gothic University Building in 
which Winthrop worked and 
which once faced Washington 
Square is there any more, It was 
replaced many years ago by an- 
other New York University build- 
ing about as esthetically appealing 


ful building on the south side of 
the square that was the scene of 
a Henry Cuyler Bunner romance. 

Bunner (1885-1896) also died 
young. He once was editor of 
“Puck” and one of the wittiest 
men of his day. The square is 
the locale of Bunner’s novel “The 
Midge” (1886); and the book is 
drenched with the spirit of the 
place. Washington Square was 
Bunner’s home in his younger 
Bohemian days. Throughout his 
brief life he seemed always to 
think of it with great love and 
sympathy. 

“Bunner liked it best at night,” 
said Arthur Bartlett Maurice, 
“with the great dim branches 
swaying and breaking in the 


breeze, the gas lamps flickering 


and blinking, when the tumult 
and the shouting of the day were 
gone and ‘only a tramp or some- 
thing worse in woman’s shape was 
hurrying across the blegk space, 
along the winding asphqult, walk- 
ing over the Potter’s field of the 
past on the way to the Potter’s 
field to be.” } 

And( recalling the pether about 
genius row, here is the conclud- 
ing stanza of a poem Bunner 
wrote so long ago about that very 
spot: 
“So you too are trying to find 

her? 

Then climb up these stairways 

with me. 


That twist and grow blinder and

This is the program adopted by 
the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee, following recent dis- 
cussions at Lincoln, Nebr., and 
Pierre, S. D. In effect, it sup- 
plants the Pick-Sloan plan as the 
basis of activity. Pick-Sloan, once 
estimated as a_ two-billion-dollar 
project, was essentially a combina- 
tion of river work of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers and irrigation 
work of the Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Reclamation. 

The interagency plan was de- 
vised in an effort to achieve com- 
prehensive treatment of physical 
and economic needs of the entire 
Missouri valley, which covers a 
sixth of the nation. It attempts to 
include all pertinent activities 
within the basin of five federal 
agencies and nine of the 10 states, 
only Minnesota being left out be- 
cause of its limited area inside 
the basin. 

Total Cost of Program. 

Total cost of the program, in- 
cluding a relatively minor portion 
already carried out or under way, 
is given as $5,199,659,433, for con- 
struction and services. This does 
not ‘include contemplated construc-

PITTSBURGH, March 6 (AP) 
—This industrial city has hit some 
clinkers in its anti-smoke fight.

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STEPHEN FOSTER’S 
HOME NOT A SHRINE 


Pittsburgh to Yield Title to 
14-Room Mansion Too 
Costly to ‘Repair. 


By FRANKLIN BANKER 

PITTSBURGH, March 6 (AP)-- 
Pitteburgh is giving up a& me 
morial of Stephen C. Foster—one 
of its most famous sons, Unwilling 
to spend $10,000 to rehabilitate 
the Stephen Foster memorial 
home, the city is relinquishing 
title to the 14-room mansion which 
some biographers term the “au- 
thentic site” of Foster's birth. 

The once stately place has be- 
come dilapidated, with plaster 
falling, porches collapsing, and 
romping school children peppering 
its windows with stones. 

Three direct descendants of 


Foster still live in the building. 
They are a grandson, grand- 
daughter, and great-granddaugh- 
ter. 


“We're terribly worried — we 
can’t find wo wr. fe: move into,” 
said the pink-cheeked and gentle 

randdaughter, Mrs. Jessie Rose, 
2 years old. “We are just waiting 
for something to turn up.” 

City Council said the rambling 
brick homestead has “ceased to 
have any value as a memorial” 
and isn’t worth repairing. 

It therefore is deeding the 
property back to heirs of steel- 
master James H. Park, who 
bought it in 1914 and gave it to 
the city with the stipulation that 
it be maintained as a museum 
containing a collection of Stephen 
Foster mementoes. 

Park, an admirer of Foster’s 
music, made the purchase because 
he “thought it a shame” there 
was no memorial to the great 
writer of “My Old Kentucky 


Home” and other ageless Ameri- 


can songs. 
Later music lovers raised $500,- 
000 to build a splendid gothic 
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No Delinquency.” 


memorial to Foster on the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh campus, 
This memorial contains the larg- 
est collection of Foster’s manu- 
scripts and other belongings. To it 
now troop the annual thousands 
of visitors who used to call at 
the Stephen Foster memorial 
home in Pittsburgh's Lawrence- 
ville section, 

Dedication of the new memorial 
home in 1937 eased the city’s em- 
barrassment over having neg- 
lected recognition of the home of 
Foster, who died in 1868.

T isn't everyone who has had the fun of watching a wiggle 

grow into an international movement—and a mighty profit- 

able industry. I am talking about the Rumba. Some 20 odd 

years ago, when I first started coming down here to Havana, 

it was strictly a domestic 

product, which the so-called 

upper classes affected to 

“snoot” as a bit vulgar, but 

which they confidentially 

admitted was too good for 

the poor. Of course, then, 

as now, the rumba meant 

one thing to the Cubans and 

something entirely different 

to the “turistas”—or Florida 

ducks. What we up North 

call the rumba is not the 

rumba at all—it is the “Son” 

(pronounced SAHN) — a 

polite watered-down, pinky- 

fingered version of the real 

rumba, which was born in 

the barnyard—a fine, honest 

place, to be sure, but a bit 

earthy for the Nice Nellies. 

The real rumba is nature in 

the raw and when you see 

a Cuban couple dance it in the Cuban setting to the accompani- 

ment of a native Cuban “sexteto” you have seen a chapter of 

Havelock Ellis set to music-—-and good, too. The sexteto is the 

native Cuban orchestra. As the name implies, there are six 

musicians, But this being Cuba, there are usually seven or 
eight, in a “conjunto,” playing guitars, gourds and drums.

Oddly enough, the music and the instruments dramatize 
the history of Cuba, for you not only hear the rhythm and 
the melodies but you can see the guitars of the Spanish, the 
bongo drums brought from Africa by the slaves, and the 
-gourds of the original Indian inhabitantse—the Siboneys, who 
were too gentle to survive the biessings of civilization and 
‘were exterminated long ago.

@ 1 CAN ADMIT NOW THAT I HAD a little to do with in- 
troducing the rumba to you folks up North. Years ago I talked 
the Artists and Writers Club of New York into coming to 
Havana instead of wallowing in the jush fleshpots of Palm 
Beach, as was their merry wont every winter, and here I intro- 
duced them to the real rumba in a mad jungle place called the 
“fritas” on the fringe of Havand. And here they heard the 
drumming of “Chori,” who can do more things with a “bongo” 
and one of those two-headed drums and a cowbell than Krupa 
can with a thousand dollars worth of traps. The rumba ac- 
quired such distinguished press agents as the late and beloved 
Frank Crowninshield, then editor of Vanity Fair, artists and 
bon vivants like Leon Gordon, illustrators like Arthur William 
Brown, cartoonists like Rube Goldberg, showmen like George 
Abbott (who today can out-rumba any Cuban). How do I 
know? Because I took him to “Chori’s” the other night—the 
game Chori, in a different place, and watched George and his 
pretty young wife astound the Cubans with his sinuous tech- 
nique. 4

@ IT WAS ABOUT THE SAME TIME, too, that George 
Gershwin came over to Havana and I threw a party for him 
and Bennett Cerf, the publisher, and Ruth Page, the ballerina. 
I brought over to my house Chori and his “conjunto,” called 
“Los Tres Hermanos” or Three Brothers, because, Cuban-like, 
there were six of them. Gershwin went crazy about their rumba 
rhythm and went back home and wrote a Cuban Concerto for 
piano and symphony orchestra and did it in the Lewissohn 
Stadium, which gave rumba the classical nod and made a lady 
eut of the hussy. But that didn’t spoil her, or throw the boys 
and girls who like to toss the torso. Years passed and where 
should Miss Rumba find herself but deep in the arms of Arthur 
Murray. She was no longer a hussy or a lady, but a Million 
Dollar Doll. 
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@ THERE WAS A SONG SOME YEARS ago in which the 
popular lad confessed they used to laugh when he got up to 
dance, but that was before “Arthur Murray taught him dancing 
in a hurry.” Perhaps—but no one can teach you how to dance 
a good rumba in a hurry. The Arthur Murrays were down here 


last winter and we had a good chance to watch them rumba-on 
our own beach and around the Havana dance floors. The 
Cubans invited them to judge rumba contests, and late one 
night the Murrays brought the three winning rumba teams 
ever to our house for the evening so he could study the native 


technique—for the Murrays know that profound truth—that 
you can only teach something well if you are willing to study 
it well. Schoenberg, the modern composer, opens his text book 
on harmony with the words “,,. all this I have learned from 


my students.” 
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Well, after the Murrays had studied the native Cuban 
dancing the rumba all evening in our patio, they de- 
cided they would like to go out dancing themselves to real 
Cuban music. So I took them to “Chori’s”—told the waiter 
to douse the musicians liberally with rum—whispered to the 
‘manager who our guests were—and then, as if magically, 
the place filled with local Cuban dancers, all out to show the 
Murrays what the rumba could be if the boys and girls really 
put their backs into it. , 
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@ MRS. MURRAY, WHO IS SMALL, cute and terrific, ac- 
cepted the invitation of the best Cuban dancer there to get up 
and do the rumba with him. The crowd pulled back to see the 
fun, believing that the little lady from the North was just an- 
other “turista.” Imagine their surprise when Mrs. Murray not 
only kept up with every trick step her Cuban partner could in- 
vent, but proceeded to dance him right into the ground. The 
crowd grew magically—they came from all over the “Fritas’— 
&ll the other night spots and shooting galleries and climbed on 
chairs and tables to watch the fun and cheer “La Americana,” 
who could rumba so gracefully and so expertly. I am sure the 
State Department, never heard of it, but they must have noticed 
how much warmer Latin American relations were in these parts 


after the Murrays were down here. 


Strange Case of Lawyer

HE strange case of a real-life 
Kingsblood Royal—the case of 
@ man accepted by society, by 
his most intimate associates and 
even by his wife as white who 
voluntarily stepped across the 
color line to label himself a Negro 
—came to light this past week. 
Claiming that he is the last sur- 
viving grandchild of the late Col. 
John McKee, Philadelphia Negro 
real estate operator, T. John Mc- 
Kee, 67-year-old prominent Wall 
Street attorney, disclosed the fact 
that he has for 45 years been liv- 
ing as a white man. Now willing 
to admit his long-held secret, Mc- 
Kee is suing to establish himself 
as an heir to the $800,000 estate 
left by the man he claims was his 
grandfather. 


How well McKee, a Yale gradu- 
ate and father of two grown sons 
guarded the knowledge of his Ne- 
gro birth was proved when his 
wife admitted that she had never 
suspected the facts of his ances- 
try. 

“It was a shock,” she said sim- 
ply, “but I'll certainly stand by 
him.” 


In Lenox Hill Hospital here, 
where he is recovering from a 
major operation, the actual coun- 
terpart of Sinclair Lewis's Kings- 
blood Royal character has had lit- 
tle to say. But in papers he filed 
quietly in Philadelphia Orphans 
Court (Probate Court) six weeks 
ago he set forth the whole story. 


Among these papers there is an 
affidavit executed by McKee 
which states that he was the son 
of Colonel McKee’s daughter, Ab- 
bie, and her husband, Theophilus 
Syphax, also a Negro. In the affi- 
davit he also states that he was 
christened Theophilus Minton Sy- 
phax and legally changed his 
name to T. John McKee in 1904. 
And as proof, he has submitted 
records of the Superior Court in 
Hartford, Conn., where he at- 
tended Trinity College before 
going to Yale. 


Hearings on the final adjudica- 
tion of the will of Col.: John Mc- 
Kee, who died in April, 1902, had 
been going on quietly for several 
weeks before it was discovered 
that the man who claimed to be 
the old Colonel’s forgotten héir 
was a prominent New York law- 
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A Wall Street Attorney, Who for 
Years Lived as White Man, Has 
Recrossed Color Line to Claim Share

establish a naval academy for 
orphans, It was a strange will, for 
Col. McKee was a Presbyterian, 
and at the time the Catholic 
Church considered refusing the 
trusteeship in view of the fact 
that the Colonel was not a mem- 
ber of that’ faith.

“the most remarkable Negro in 
America.” 

One says: “He was a man abso- 
lutely devoid of sentiment, as that 
quality is supposed to enter into 
everyday life, and yet there are 
hundreds of persons who will tes- 
tify as to his kindness of heart 
and a desire to do good in his 
own peculiar way. 

“In the bosom of his family, 
Colonel] McKee was strict. and se- 
vere.

When Dr. Minton, founder and 
medical director of Philadelphia’s 
Negro Mercy Hospital, died, Car- 
dinal Dougherty filed @ petition 
stating that Col. McKee’s plan for 
a “junior Annapolis for orphans” 
was not feasible and asked that 
permission be granted to use the 
funds for some other charitable 
purpose. 

The court appointed a referee 
to determine whether there were 
any more heirs and a routine 
ad was inserted in the newspapers 
to the effect that the McKee es- 
tate was up for settlement. 
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CCORDING to Mrs. McKee, it 

was when her husband received 

this ad from a Philadelphia 
newspaper that he went to Phila- 
delphia to confer with Cardinal 
Dougherty. However, she did not 
know of the ad at the time and 
thought his trips to Philadelphia 
were in the interest of one of 
his clients.

enough interest to warrant space in our library. By and large, 
we have enough respect for the creative effort which must go 
into any kind of writing to want to read it as it was written. 
We make an effort to analyze the “weight” of the weekly, 
monthly and quarterly magazines so that from time to time we 
can eliminate those which don’t make a real contribution. But 
it isn’t an easy task. There’s an obligation to keep up with the 
news; a literary journal and a review or two are a necessity; 
farm papers help us keep abreast of our business; general and 
technical publications in such fields as natural history, forestry, 
ornithology and tand-use ali contain material and information 
which we could hardly get along without, 
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So the list grows larger rather than smaller and 
strains our budget to the breaking point. But if we had 
to name one magazine which makes the greatest con- 
tribution to our popular interests, I think it would most 
likely be “The Land,” the quarterly journal published by 
The Friends of the Land. That is quite a statement, yet 
looking back over the issues of the past four years, I 
find so much of value—se many contributions to our 


knowledge of so many subjects—that I think I'll let it 
stand. 
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@ THE MAGAZINE IS UNUSUALLY fortunate, first of all, in 
its editor. Russell Lord is a man of many talents. Tall, gray- 
ing, affable, he is in the best sense a cosmopolitan countryman. 
A distinguished writer with a broad experience in publishing, 
in Government service, in agriculture and in conservation in all 
its phases, he turns out four times a year a magazine that is 
broad-gauged and amazingly catholic in its range of subject 
matter. How he has done it will always remain something of a 
mystery to us who have known “The Land” since its inception; 
for up until] recently, his budget has been infinitesimal. And 
there is another thing which should be mentioned; the format 
of the magazsiné—that is, its layout, typography and decora- 
tion—makes it a pleasure to read. In this matter, Russel] is 
ably abetted by his wife, Kate, who is an artist of real talent 
and whose delightful pen drawings and woodcuts add a lively 
interest to almost every page. ! 
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@ THE FIELD WHICH “THE LAND” covers is, of course, 
conservation—but in the broadest possible sense. The land 
itself—and in ajl its aspects; the soil and the forests and the 
rivers; food for America and the world—today and tomorrow; 
the economics of agriculture and their effect upon both farmer 
and city dweller; human and animal and plant nutrition, these 
being inextricably bound together; and finally the men who are 
Yeaders in thought and action in all of these fields. Such is the 
subject matter of “The Land.” All of these things are written 
abdout not merely by scientists in technical terms, but by com- 
petent and interesting authorities for reading by the layman— 
the farmer and city dweller who increasingly realize the im- 
portance of proper husbanding of the world’s land resources.

Glancing through the pages 
of recent issues, I see such names as Louis Bromfield, Sumner 
Welles, Walter Pitkin, James Rorty, Faulkner of “Plowmans 
Folly.” Jonathan Daniels, Homer Croy--to -mention only a few. 
We're a hardy lot—too—we conservationists; trotting off at the 
drop of a hat to tackle the problem of hunger in the four 
corners of the world. As Liberty Hyde Bailey, starting toward 
the high interior of Mexico from the west by open boat, foot 


and muleback, on a plant exploration journey at the age of 84, 
said: “I’m saving the easy trips for when I get old.” I’m not 
certain whether you can join the select circle of subscribers to 
“The Land” without belonging to Friends of the Land. But the 
magazine alone is wel] worth the membership fee. Although I 
can’t be there this year, because of a talk I’m making on “Youth 
and Conservation,” I'll hate missing the annual get-together 
this coming Wednesday of the St. Louis Friends of the Land.

“IT think I work for the perfect 
employer,” Muriel Cote said of 
her boss, Arthur B. Baer, presi- 
dent of Stix, Baer and Fuller. 
Baer, incidentally, retaliates in 
this mutual admiration society by 
terming her “St, Louis’s Number 
One Secretary.” 
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“He has a wonderful dispo- 
sition,” she continued, “I’ve been 
with him four years and every 
morning when he comes to work 
he's exactly the same, He never 
raises his voice, never loses his 
patience, and besides that, he has 
a marvelous sense of humor. 

“Mr. Baer is a_ philanthropic 
man and I think the most inter- 
esting phase of my work is watch- 
ing his philanthropies grow and 
materialize. The case of Eugene 
Haynes (Negro pianist, formerly a 
stock boy at Stix, Baer & Fuller, 
whose concert career is being spon- 
sored by the store) is the sort of 
thing I mean.”

Nagy comes of peasant 
stock—he may have been a Prime 
Minister and, by force of circum- 
stance, therefore a politician, but 
he has the uncomplicated practi- 
cality of a Midwest farmer, Nagy 
was big news when he came here, 
because his country was taken 
over by the Communists at just 
about the time that the western 
world finally was beginning to re- 
alize that Russia was playing her 
international chess to win-—not 
just for entertainment, 


Nagy therefore was in a posi- 
tion to #ell his political memoirs 
to American publicationa for a 
sum which would be discussed 
with awe in the coffee-houses of 
Budapest. He was able to buy a 
farm in Virginia, not far from 
Washington. He is atill having 
trouble with his English, and 
some of his neighbors don't quite 
know what to make of him, but 
the ex-Prime Minister is doing all 
right these days as an American 
farmer. He chops off his corn 
stalks a lot closer to the ground 
than American farmers do, He 
thinks we're wasteful.

March 6. 
N an August day in 1904, Fred 
C0 and George Naeter, printers 
on St. Louis newspapers, went 
for a stroll after working hours. 
It was the year of the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. They had had their 
fill of that. For a change they 

went down to the levee. 

Above a landing dock fluttered 
canvas announcing an excursion 
to Cape Girardeau, $5 for the 
round trip. It was cheap and it 
might be interesting, but where 
was Cape Girardeau? They asked 
a man-and he said it was down 
river? How far? Well, if you left 
on Saturday evening you got back 
on Monday morning in time to go 
to work. 

“I tell you what let’s do,” said 
Fred to George, or maybe it was 
George to Fred, “let’s save up 
and make that trip.” 

During the two or three weeks 
while they were saving up for the 
trip, they inquired around where 
Cape Girardeau was and nobody 
seemed to know.

them in every issue, they were 
discouraged and about ready to 
quit, but they held on. 

Th had used up their capital 
and ed for the newsprint and 
other supplies. The plain fact 
of the matter was that they had 
to have $200 or they were sunk. It 
was what might have been called 
a crisis. They passed it by bor- 
rowing back from the former 
owners the $200 down payment 
that they had made, | 
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T is well to spare gentle readers 

the harrowing details of what 

followed that first year, but they 
held on and the following year

tion a circulation of 748, The 
Naeters were on their way. They 
continued on their way, always 
upward and onward, gaining cir- 
culation every year.

TT CANNOT BE SAID that 
either event contributed anything 
to the advancement of music as 
an art. Both, however, were 

rofitable financially and the 
S mageny Society, as always, | 
needed the money. Fpr this reason 
it is probable that the orchestra | 
will be engaged in many more. 
extra-curricular activities in the. 
seasons to come. It is not a matter | 
of choice but one of necessity | 
gince it appears to be possible, no | 
longer, to procure an adequate. 
maintenance fund from private 
donors. 

Some friends of symphonic. 
music have viewed these atrange 
associations with distaste. in 
their opinion the Symphony Or-| 
chestra has one function; to play 
the best music of all periods for 
the audiences that find it to their 
taste.

may result in diluting the organi- 

zation’s conception of its reason 
for being. 
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IT WOULD BE UNRBREASON- 
ABLE to deny that the situation 
does hold such possibilities. Yet 
I am inclined to believe the purists | 
are unnecessarily alarmed, Their. 
fears will be realized only if the 
symphony starts adulterating its 
subscription concerts or if it loses 
sight of the fact that these con- 
certs do form the Core of its char- 
acter. As long as the standards 
of these concerts are kept intact 
and inviolable, other activities on 
the periphery should not be harm- 
ful. The question would never 
arise, in fact, if the special events 
were served by the same group 
of musicians under another name. 
’ It is conceivable that a much | 
wider program, reaching all ele-| 
ments of the community and on. 
their own terms, may produce re- 
sults that will ultimately enlarge 
the subscription audience. There 
is a profound difference between 
the purposes of a Beethoven sym- 
phony and a hopped-up arrange- 
‘ment of “I Don’t Want Her, You 

' Can Have Her.” But comparisons 
do not justify a clear assumption 
of the superiority of one over the 
other. Between “Peer Gynt” suites 
and a potpourri from “Oklahoma” 
the most that one can say is that 
the fest is better organized and 
even that is open to challenge. To 
assign a higher character to the 
former, would involve one in as- 
sumptions that could hardly be 
supported by rational! analysis.

ONE 18 ON MUCH SAFER 
GROUND in believing that all 
categaries of music have a func- 
tion in civilized life if they bring 
pleasure and permit an exercise 
of taste. Music which does noth- 
— but Massage the nerve ends 

is obviously Nmited and possibly 
bru All of such music, 
however, is not confined to the 
so-called popular categories. The 
point of all this is that the sym 
phony can operate on several lev- 
els without corrupting itself as 
Yong as there is no confusion of 
values. It would be inappropriate ' 
to wedge the “Big Bertha Boogie” 
between a Bach suite and a Mo- 
‘Zart concerto. But it would be. 
equally inappropriate and imperti-| 
nent to use a Mozart symphony as 
background music for a beer fest. 
One of the worst effects of the 
radio is that it permits —- and 
even encourages a casual atti- 
tude toward music that deserves 
one's untlivided attention. It does 
“not promote a better understand- 
ing of Brahms to have one of his 
‘symphonies going while one 
shaving. The rule, then, should be 
that the kind of music played 
should be suited to the degree of 
mttention that can reasonably be 


expected.

THE SYMPHONY ORCHES- 
TRA has already played at several 
of these beer and pretzel concerts. 
In so doing it has but followed 
the example of the Boston Sym- 
Phony Orchestra, which has also 
got in contact with a larger pub- 
lic through itg free concerts. 
These are useful activities. If they 
tan be organized on a regular 
basis, with the addition perhaps | 
of neighborhood concerts the or- 
‘ganization will. certainly be a 
more significant civic institution | 
‘than it now is. Moreover it’ may. 
win friends for the 
by leading hearers, step by step, 
up to the highest categories. | 

The special events, in any case, 
offer the best present hope for 
getting its economic support on 
a more secure basis. ‘It indeed of- 
fers practically the only hope | 
since there is little likelihood that | 
the orchestra will be given a 
grant of public funds at any meored 
in the near future. |

LFRED LUNT and his wife, Lynn Féntanne, return to St.

tress Mine,” a frothy sophisticated comedy by Terence Rattigan. 


It is the twentieth play the 
Lunts have done since they first 
co-starred in “The Guardsman” 
in 1924, and is the most success-| 
‘ful from the box-office stand- | 
point. That is saying a good deal, 
as 19 of the 20 plays were suc- | 
cesses. Their authors include! 
Shakespeare, Shaw, O'Neill, Sher- 
Molnar and 
Chekov, Their biggest run pre- 
viously was in Sherwood's “There 
Shall Be No Night,” in which the 
Lunts appeared here in March, 
1941, and which played 1000 per- 
formances on Broadway and the 
road, The present vehicle ran 446 
performances ‘on Broadway. To- 
morrow night’s will mark the 
937th performance in all, and it 
is expected to surpass the previous 
record, 

The comedy tells of the love 
affair of an English War Cabinet 
minister (Lunt) and his mistress 
(Miss Fontanne), an attractive 
widow. The minister's wife (Ann 
Lee) is able to regard the affair 
with a tolerant eye as iong as 
she is supported in style, but the 
widow's Il7-year-old son (Dick 
Van Patten) is not. It is his 
idealistic effort to break up the. 
union that makes for much of! 
the comedy he even imagines 
himaelf another Hamlet, and toys 


with the idea his father was poi- 
soned. Van Patten’s part is an 
‘important one, even longer than 
‘Lunt’s. Lunt directed. 

Rattigan, at the age of 36, is 
one of Britain's most popular | 
playwrights. He is the author of 
the current Broadway drama, 
“The Winslow Boy,” 
only British playwright to have. 
two playsa—“While the Sun 
Shines” and “French Without 
Tears,”--to run for more than’ 
1000 times each in London.

general cult of bewilderment. | 

“The gap between artist and 
public . . . became an attractive | 
playground for double-talk, Op- | 
portunism and chicanery at the | 
public expense . .

These discussion groups are participants in 
the Great Books program, recently organized 
here, but an institution up to 20 years old in 
several other cities. Some of the books are new 
to most of the 2000 members. Against the back- 
ground of mature experience, readers are finding 
the books a treasury of cogent thought. 

Works of Plato, Thucydides, Plutarch and 
Montaigne ordinarily are not hot items in a 
bookseller’s inventory, but now they are in bull- 
ish demand. The Great Books Foundation of 
Chicago, sponsor of the program, issues specicl- 
ly printed volumes of each year’s readings for 
$7.50, or 60 cents for single copies. 

The program covers four years, each with 
18 meetings. The first year opens with study 


oe: dusty sojourn on the shelf, the “classics” 


books of the Old Testament, considers 19 works 
in all. It will be concluded with readings from 
The Communist Manifesto of Karl Marx. An- 
nouncement of this brought alarmed protests 
from several citizens.

dictator of the United States. He 
decided—without any real evidence 
—that President Davis and the Con- 
federate Cabinet had something to 
do with Lincoln's assassination. Af- 
ter the Southern armies collapsed 
Davis tried to escape to Mexico, but 
federal cavalrymen caught him in 
Georgia, wearing his wife's cloak 
and shawl. Stanton put him in a 
stone cell at Fortress Monroe, Vir- 
ginia, and kept him there under a 
charge of treason for two years. 
One day the ex-President of the 
Confederacy threw a dish of food in 
a soldier's face, and for this he was 
held down by force while chains 
and an iron ball were riveted around 
his ankles, - |
